G. Simms, late postmaster, was arrested on a war- 
rant issued by Commissioner Smith, charging him 
with embezzling the post-office funds. The high 
position that Mr.Simms enjoys renders the case 
peculiarly interesting. We give the facts elicited 
without comment, simply stating that the able 
counsel of the defendant feel confident of acquit- 
ting him and proving that he is not indebted to 
the Government one cent. 


Before U. 8. Commissioner W, B. Smith—Friday 
morning. United States vs. Thomas G. Simms, 
late Postmaster at Atlanta—Embezzlement. 
Col. John Milledge, U. S. District Attorney, and 
L. E. Bletkley, for the Government. Judge O. 
A. Lochrane and Gen. L. J. Gartrell, for the de- 
fense. 

The case was opened by Col. Milledge, who ex- 
pressed regret at having to make a charge of so 
gravea character against a citizen enjoying a 
high reputation for probity as Col. Simms. He 
tendered a certifled copy of transcript of receipts 
of money order office, from the Post-office Depart- 
ment. 

The defense objected because it was in violation 
of the Constitution of the United States, that gave 
to the accused in criminal cases the right to be 
confronted with the witnesses against him, and 
read from a decision of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia, in the case of Campbell. 

Col. Milledge replied, centending that the Com- 
missioner did not sit to inquire as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act of Gongress, under and in ac- 
cordance with which said documentary cvidence 
Was prepared, put to inquire into probable cause. 

After able argument by counsel on both sides, 
Commissioner Smith decided to receive thc cer- 
tificate of the Auditor of the Post-office Depart- 
ment, purporting to be astatement of the indebt- 
edness of Col. Simms. 

James L. Dunning, sworn: Am Postmaster at 
Atlanta, succeeded Mr. Simms; acting under in- 
structions from the Post-office Department, called 
upon him for.a settlement of dues te Government; 
{objected to by defense]; received $580 from him 
several weeks after I succeeded him; [withdrawn 
for the purpose of procuring copies of several de- 
mands made fora settlement}. 

J. S. Nall, sworn: Was employed under Simms 
asmoncy-order clerk in Atlanta Post-office; com- 
menced its duties September 9h, 1867; don't re- 
collect dates nor amounts, but kept a record of 
money-order money used by Mr. Simms:
